WIFE HELD BY THE POLICE. 


Vietim’s Body Found ip an Alley on

Desmone’s wife, who 16 held in connection 
with thé murder of James Jimmie) Acques, 
had told the police hér husband had gone to 
work ignorant that Acques had been found 


‘murdered in the aliey at the rear of their 


house early {mn the morning. -Others sought 
are Anihéony Desmone, brother of Nicholae, 
and Leonard Carvelli of 4864 Armour avenue, 
When Nicholas Desmone did not return, 
and when detectives reported thty had been 
unsuccessful in locating Desmone at his 
work with the Penneylvania railroad section 
hands, the police became the more con- 
vinced that Desmone was concerned in the 
death of Acques. Circumstantial evidence 
further involved Desmone as a member iof 
a “ black hand” organization, according to 
the police. 
Body Pierced by Four Bullets, 
The body of Acques, who was the young 
proprietor of two west side reetaurants, wag 
found by John Wolcottin the rear of a vacant 
lot at 4042 South State street. Four bullets 
had pierced the body. The Fiftieth street 
police station ig 300 feet away. 2 
Acques wore a new gray suit which, be- 
ing untouched by the rain of Monday night, 
led the police to conclude the man had been 
murdered under shelter and his. body dragged 
to the apot. The pockets were turned inside 
out and only 11 ceg~ts in money was found. 
Marks on the earth near the body caused 


the police to investigate the Desmone resi- 
‘dence. 


A stone walk on which blood stains 
were found led into a basement. . 

The basement is haif floored with con- 
crete; which is swept. and waghed clean. 


Around the walls are two long benches made . 
‘of wooden planks. 


The windows and open- 
ings of the basement are lightproof and al- 
most soundproof by coverings of burlap, oil- 
cloth, paper, and boards. An oil lamp filled 
with oil was found on the window aill. An 
umbrella soaked with rain hung’ near the 
door. 
Neighbors Fear to Talk. 

When questioned concerning the use of the 
basement Mrs. Desmone answeréd with a 
shrug of the shoulders. Negro residents of 
the district were afraid to make statements 
about the Desmones, saying they wefe “ des- 
perate’’ and ‘‘ there were always goings-on 
in that basement.” 

Acques, his brother Lorenzo and his widow, 
were recently tried on a charge Of arson, ac- 
quitted and re-indicted. Attorney Bernard 
P. Barasa, employed by the Acques, said 
that the killing of Acques carried out his oon- 
tention the man was a victim of revengeful 
enemies. * 

Acaques married rn American girl in But- 
ler, Pa., where he conducted a barber shop 
and poolroom.

Says “Lamentable . Unpre- 
paredness” and Ignorance 
Make Courts Drag.

Assistant State’s Attorney Berg- 
. er Evades Fine by Apolo- 
gizing to Judge. 


The “lamentable condition of unprepared- 
ness’ among the assistants in the office of 
State's Attorney Maclay Hoyne was de- 
nounced from the bench yesterday by Judge 
Adelor J. Petit, chief justice of the Circuit 
court, when he fined Assistant State's At- 
torney Henry A. Berger $25 for contempt of 
court. The judge said Hoyne’s aids usually 
knew nothing about their cases when they 
came into court. The incident occurred in 
the criminal branch of the Circuit court. . 

The fine was withdrawn when Mr. Berger 
apologized for the remarks which the court 
had taken exception to as “ insulting.” 


' Beginning of Trouble. 

Leading up to the trouble two cases were 
called, and the stete’s attorney asked for 
eontinuances on the basis that in one case 
one of the defendants was in the bridewell 
on another charge, and in the other case be- 
cause the complaining witness was out of the 
city. 

Then the case of Dr. Blaziz Tobera of 
South Chicagdé was called. The prisoner has 
been confined in the county jail for severa! 
months, awaiting trial on a serious charge 
made by a woman. 
specially for yesterday bs@udge Petit. 

‘Your honor, the woman—the complaining 
witness in the case-is sick in bed and can't 
be in court,”’ said Assistant State's Attorney 
Berger, ‘‘and the state asks for e continu- 
ance.”” ' 

“This is the eighth time this case has 
heen continued because the estate has not 
been ready,” said Judge Petit. 


Berger Repeats Excuse, 

“ Your honor, we must ask for a contin- 
vance bécause the complaining witness is 
not here. She is sick in bed in South Chi- 
cago,” replied Mr. Berger. 

“You either have to try this case at once 
or nolle it or strike it off the docket,” said 
Judge Petit. “ The state has been lamente- 
bly unprepared in their cases. Assistants 
come into this court without knowing the 
first or slightest thing about the case. They 
come in here and try to prepare their cases 
at the bar, and I will not permit that in this 
court. I have spoken to Mr. Hoyne about it. 

“Tt is an outrage to drag the state's wit- 
nesses down here day after day. 

“ Frequently we call a case and the state's 
attorney calls for the poHceman in the case. 
‘Where's your witnestes?” he asks. Then 
they talk it over im court and things walt 
until the case is prepared at the bar. Those 
things, should be done outside of court.” 1 

“The great loss of time occasioned by (hits 
unpreparedness has brought about the pres- 
ent condition of the courts and the crowded 
This condition 
was one of the prime factors in causing the 
judges to decide to have the calendar pre- 
pared hereafter by the clerk of the Criminel 
court.’ 

‘“T'll ask for a continuance for a week on 
the ground the complaining witness ie sick in 
bed,’ said Mr. Berger. 

‘* Motion denied,’ ruled the court. . 

“ Then L ask for twenty-four hours in which 
to investigate the facts and learn whether or 
not she is. sick in bed,"’ safd Mr. Berger. 


Denies Second Motion. 
“Just one week ago today the state got 


| a continuance on the same grounds with no 


result,’ said Judge Petit. ‘ Motion denied.” 

‘‘In order that the people of the state of 
Illinois may have some. justice,’’ said Mr. 
Berger, ‘in the prosecution of this man, 
and in view of the attitude of this court, I 
move to strike the case off the docket, with 
permission to reinstate it at some future 
time.” 

‘You will pay the clerk $25 for contempt 
of this. court for that remark,” said Judge 
Petit. ‘““You'll pay the clerk at once or I'll 
commit you to jail.” 

Mr. Berger started counting a roll 
greenbacks.

Child of First Wife Is Executrix 
and Chief Beneficiary. 


VALUE OF PROPERTY $95,000 


Housekeeper Not Mentioned and the 
Widow Gets Only Dowry. 


The will of Kossuth H, Bell, retired packer 
and capitalist, who ended his life on Satur- 
day; was admitted to probate yesterday by 
Judge Cutting. Mrs. Emily Browne, daugh- 
ter by his first wife, is the principal bene- 
ficilary and executrix. His widow, Mrs. 
Emma M. Bell, from whom he has been 
separated for more than two years, will re- 
ceive. her dowre interest. 

Bell also stated in his will he made no pro- 
vision for his second daughter, Mrs. Anne 
Jones, because she will share the portion of 
the estate left to her mother. 

The property scheduled amounts to only 
$95,000, consisting of $95,000 in Illinois prop- 
erty, of which $10,000 is in realty, consisting 
of some Lake street buildings. It is known 
his property in Hammond, Ind., was worth 
about $70,000. Bell also had several safety 
deposit boxes and they will be examined 
today, when Mrs. Browne will receive her 
certified papers as executrix.

Committee to Accept Dock 
Company Offer. 


FEARS DELAY TILLSPRING 


Dismisses Pottawatomie Claim 
and Says He Will Share 
Any Responsibility. 


The council committee on harbo 
wharves, and bridges will meet tomorrow t 
consider the next step in the movement for 
a municipal harbor. Mayor Harrison yea- 
terday sent a letter to the aldermen on this 
committee urging earnest consideration of 
the matter of acquiring a 100 foot strip on 
the shore running south from the foot of 
Indiana street to the mouth of the river. 
This strip, owned by the Chicago Canal and 
Dock company, has been offered to the city 
for $300,000, a price which the mayor says 
ig far below the value of the property. The 
price includes the opening up of'Iilinois and 
Indiana streets down to this. property. 


Mayor. Harrison’s Letter. 

In his letter to the aldermen Mayor Harri- 
Son states the case as follows: 

“Ald. Littler, chairman of the committee 
on harbors, wharves, and bridges, tells me 
that the harbor matter will be taken up in the 
committee Thursday afternoon. Unless the 
committee reports in an ordinance next 
Monday night authorizing the purchase of 
the property necessary for the construction 
of the harbor it will be impossible to take 
any action prior to the return of the council 
from its vacation next October. It will then 
be too late to do any work on harbor con- 
struction prior to the inclement winter 
weather, and, the entire harbor proposition 
will go over until next year. 

It ls ‘safe to say a great majority of the 
citizens of Chicago are in favor of the son- 
struction of the pier as planned by the har- 
bor and subway engineers, especially with 
the recreation pier feature, which would mean 
so much to the wives and children of those 
citizens who are unable to leave the city in 
the heated months. 


Urges Purchase of Dock Strip. 
“ The question Is whether the city will pur- 
chese the rights of the Chicago Canel and 
Dock company at the figure at which they 


enter into long drawn out legal proceedings, 
whieh could easily tie up the entire matter 
of harbor development for years to come.

The banana is probably the most prolific tree, 
and the produce of an acre will support twenty- 
five times ag many people as the produce of an 
acre planted with wheat; thirty or forty banana 
trees yield 4,000 pounds of nutritive substance. 
It was estimated by Humboldt to produce per 
acre forty-four times more weight than the po- 
tate and 133 times more than wheat. The 
cocoanut palm yields about a ton of nuts and 
the date palm produces from 100 to 400 pounds 
each year, Orange trees produce fruit largely, 
as many as 20,000 marketable oranges having 
been gathered from a single tree at the Azores;
